"Idle, eroded and abandoned farm: 


are tragic reminders of the damaging 
consequence of uncontrolled erosion 
progressing a scant 125 years since the 
land here began to be cleared for cul- 
tivation." suited Mr. Riley Lewallen 
chairman of board of supervisors, Tcr- 
re Rouge-Bodcaw Conservation Dis 
trict. 


Mr. Lewallen said that contoured 


rotated, cover-cropped and 
tcrracec 


fields, improved pastures and meadows 
and protected forests arc steps in th 
right direction to rectify this grea 
wrong. 


The soils in this section of the stai 


were naturally rich and productiv 
when first cleared. Yields of a bal 
of cotton per acre and 30 or 40 bushel 
of! corn were the rule rather than the 
i_ 


exception as it is today. As it grew " y 
olacr the soil did not seem to wear 
well under use. Light spots and even 
small washes began to show up in the 
brown colored topsoil. Yields began 
to drop to the point where fanners 
ha'd to xise fertilizers. 


Mr. Lewallen said that what was 


really happening was that sheet ero- 
sion was stealing away a thin layer 
ofi.topsoil with each rain. 


Mr. Lewallen said he believes that 


broad-base 
variable grade terraces 


combined with strip crops, contour 
cultivation, winter cover crops and 
hairy vetch will stop erosion and re- 
build the improverished land. Good 
terraces ease the water off the land 
on terrace outlets of meadows, pastures 
or channels. Winter cover crops add 
nitrogen to the soil and protect the 
hare fields during winter. Strip crops 
build the land and comb out soil and 
keep it in the field. Each row run 
with the terrace acts as a little terrace 
itself to hold water and soil. 


Mr. Lewallen declared that there are 


demonstrations that are worth any 
farmer's or business man's time to see 
in the Hope Project and Camp arei 
Visitors attending the soil conserva- 
tion field day at the Hope CCC Camp 
July 25 will have an opportunity to 
study the program discussed by Mr 
Lewallen on a field and farm test 
basis.

He has never seen -.1 boy 
born shortly after he left. So his mind, ainul the grimness of a military sur- 
gery, dwells on the little daughter he left behind him. 


Amid the grinding repetition of horror on horror that is war. this sur- 


eeon writes home to his wife. And with his letter he sends a special page 
for the little daughter he loves «o much. The tinny buoys him up is the 
thought of the daughter's launhins; eyes and endearing hands that will greet 
him when he returns home. 


So in each letter from "somewhere near Hankow" comes the specie! page 


v.'iitten to his daughter. But she dues not see them. She died last year. And 
the mother, knowing the strain mi'ler which her husband is working at the 
;v>.nt. has not had the courage to tell him his daughter is dead. "When 
I tec his letters to our daughter, 1 think my heart must break,' 'she said. 


Erer.k. stout little Japanese woman-heart! You nre only one of many mil- 


liun?. Chinese and Japanese. For that, too. is wnr. The toll of war is taken 
not only among the dead and wounded. It is also counted in broken hearts 
v. hich never quite heal. 


A third year of the war in China opens. 
No end is in sight. 
And 


there will be no end until there are enough broken hearts to cry in command- 
ing voice, "For what!" 


It is now just a little more tlu>n two years since a minor and probably pro- 


voked clash at the Morco Polo bridge near Peiping sent Japan and China down 
into the gfrim whirlpool of war. 


Two years—and no end in sight. The quick master-stroke that was to have 


beaten China to her knees at small cost has miscarried. And a million Japanese 
soldiers stagger on into the vast interior of China, victorious but frustrat- 
ed, captors of a rich prize which slips through their fingers os they grasp it. 
The Chinese dead lie rotting in the ditcher, and the steady stream of little white 
boxes containing the ashes of the Japanese dead trickles back to Nippon end- 
lessly. 


There are tales of vast sluaghters, cities wiped out, hundreds and thousands 


mowed down, but the mind can not graps them. That is a curious thing about 
the human mind. It is only so big. A man on a window-ledge threatening 
to jump off. or even a cat marooned on a floating log, will stir super- 
human efforts to save the victim. Eut the mass death of thousands is so 
. overwhelming that the mir.il simply refuststo cope with it at all and remains 
almost indifferent. 


That is why a single slight incident, trivial perhaps in itsel, can reveal 


.the horror of the war when the great panorama fails to impress at all. Such 
an incident is a little one just toldbyacorrespondent in Japan.

Night Auto Accidents Often Due to Deficiency 


of Vitamin A 


; The potent description of L. A. O.

This Is the second of eight stories 


on vitamins and what they mean 
to health. 


From time to time research has add- j 


ed vastly to our knowledge of the var- 
ious vitamins. Since 1910 when the 
word "vitamins" was first coined, our 
information concerning such substances 
has steadily increased. 


We thought at first that vitamin A 


was some single specific substance, but 
the experts now tell us that it has been 
definitely established that there are 
at least five substances which produce 
the same response in the body as does 
vitamin A itself. These are. in addi- 
tion t mvotnaiithat 
lion to vitamin A, three forms of caro- 
tene, known as alpha, beta anil tjunnna 
carotene, and another substance call- 
ed cryptoxanthin. 


These substances, all of which are 


found in plants, are known as pre- 
cursors of vitamin A. That is to say, 
when these substances are taken into 
the anima Ibody. a compound forms in 
the body which is recognized as vita- 
min A. It is a mixture of carbon, 
hydrogen, and oxygen chemically. Ap- 
parently different animals are able to 
form different amounts of vitamin A 
out. of tlie precursors, depending on 
the nature of the animal and the pre- 
cursor that is given. 


While a complete deficiency of vita- 


min A results in the inflammation of 
the eyes that has already been describ- 
ed, one of the chief symptoms of vita- 
min A deficiency is called night blind- 
ness. 


Human beings with night blindness 


see well in the daytime but cannot see 
well in the dark. It has been argued 
that a number of accidents to drivers of 
automobiles result from the 
lack of j 


vitamin A in the diet and. therefore, to j 
the fact that they suffer from night) 
blindness. While, of course, there is j 
some evidence in this regard, it is not 
yet considered as proved. 


It is also established that vitamin A 


is an aid toward building resistance 
of the body to infection in eases in 
which this resistance has been lowered 
because of a deficiency of vitamin A. 
This does not 'mean, however, that vi- 


tamin A will prevent colds or influenza, 
nor does it mean that the taking of ex- 
cess amounts of vitamin A will pre- 
vent other cases of infection. 


While there has been shown to be 


some relationship between the taking 
of vitamins and the formation of kid- 
ney stones, there is nothing conclusive 
as yet to indicate that the taking of 
enough vitamin A will prevent forma- 
tion of stones in the kidney.

WASHINGTON. —No Congressional 


act will solve the railroad problem. The 
railroads need what every 
industry 


needs—more business. Nothing will 
create a greater volume of traffic for 
tho railroads except greater economic 
activity. 


Better prices for the farmer, jobs for 


Ihe 10,000,000 unemployed and a restor- 
ation of purchasing power for the 
masses will do more for industry and 
the railroads than all the legislation 
in the world. 


The whole economy of the U. S. is 


sensitive to the financial stability of 
the railroads. The American public 
has invested billions of dollars in rail- 
road securities. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons are directly dcpend- 
enl upon Iho railroads for employ- 
ment When railroad purchases of 
supplies drop from an annual average 
of nearly fournleen hundred million lo 
six hundred 'million dollars, great in- 
duslrios are paralyzed. 


As a factor in national defense, rail- 


roads are irreplaceable. They arc vital 
as a means of transportation for the 
farmer, the producer and Ihe public. 


When Ihe Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission was created in 1887, it regulat- 
ed the railroads which then and for 
years later had a virtual monopoly in 
the transportation 
field. But 
today 


other forms of transportation flourish 
/-—they have been fostered as a means 
of reducing freight rates. 


He'd Not Subsidize 


The railroads are now subject to 


vigorous competition from motor ve- 
hicles and water carriers. Congress 
has appropriated millions of dollars 
for fine highways. I have always sup- 
ported such measures. Likewise Con- 
gress has aider! water carriers with 
huge appropriations for the purpose of 
dredging harbors, canalizing rivers and 
otherwise encouraging water transpor- 
tation. 


Though il has been suggested and 


urged by 'many thai the railroads be 
subsidized with funds from the Fed- 
eral treasury, the Congress has, and 
wisely in my judgment, withheld fur- 
llior subside!ics from tho railroads. The 
railroads are entitled to no special priv- 
ileges; likewise they should not be 
made ot 
efilsrf 


marie lo suffer 
any discrimination. 


And when the railroads arc subjected 
to strict regulation and their competi- 
tors are not, there is a discrimination. 


At the request of President Roose- 


velt, I introduced legislation based on 
tho recommendations of the 
Presi- 


dent's Committee of Six and his Com- 
mitlee of Three. After'months of com- 
mittee consideration and nearly a week 


j of debate, the Senate by Iho vote of 


i 70-6 passed the legislation. It is pre.s- 


, ently being considered by Ihe House 


i commit lee. 


This bill would place all forms of 


transportation on a basis of equality 
in regulation. Il would charge a single 


; agency with the dut ylo regulate all 
carriers, and proper administration of 
tho bill would insure the public with 
a sound system of coordinated trans- 
portation. 


He'd Reduce Dclil 


The railroads have endorsed the leg- 


islation, the motor carriers have agreed 
lo il and Ihe common carriers by water 
who are not the beneficiaries of Mari- 
time commission loans or are indus- 
trially owned have urged ils enact- 
ment. 


This legislation would not destroy 


aany carrier. II would protect ail 
forms of transportation. 


The railroads are a in'ass-production 


industry. To succeed they must have 
mass consumption. The way ot get 


mass consumption of railroad service 
is lo reduce rales to a point where 
people can afford to travel and afford 
to send products of Ihe farm lo the 
cities. 


Another bill, of which Senator Tru- 


man of Missouri and I are authors and 
which provides for expedited railroad 
financial reorganizations, has passed 
Ihe Senate. More debt is no solution 
for the problem of debt-ridden rail- 
roads. They should reorganize their 
financial structures upon a sound basis.

Mr. Simmons said, bul Kobe lespe- 
deza. being laler lhan Korean, may nol 
seed aflcr a late cutting. For this rea- 
son Kobe should be cut early lo allow 
tmie for making a seed crop. 


The cutler bar on Ihe mowing ma- 


chine should be raised high enough so 
lefl on Ihe slubblc. This allows rapid 
lhal some of Ihe bottom leaves will 
recovery of the plant afler being cul. 
Lespedeza if cul too low. may not re- 
cover at all unless moislure condilions 
are favorable. 


Afler being cut, the lespedeza should 


lie in a swath unlil Ihe leaves are wilt- 
ed, and Ihen be raked into small wind- 
rows to finish curing. Under ideal 
conditions light crops of lespedeza may 
be baled or stored in the barn the same 
day it is cul. However. Mr. Simmons 
said, mosl crops should nol be slored 
or baled until Ihe second day. If les- 
,podeza is pul in Ihe barn too soon after 
culling jt will become moldy and 
musty.

Both the quality of lespedeza hay 


and Ihe success of gelling re-ceding in 
Ihe meadow are largely influenced by 
Ihe lime arid method of culling. Lale 
culling resulls in Ihe loss o£ leaves, 
and may not give the planl lime en- ' 
ough lo produce a seed crop.

Proof Selves From 


'Joiners' to 'Rain- 
Cloud in Tax-Clear Sky 


Says

RENO. Nev..—The skies 
are 
fair 


above Lake Tahoe, where Nevada is 
gathering its great colony of fugitives 
from increasing taxation. But visible 
today is a little cloud, no bigger than 
a man's hand. 


It caused a sensation among the 150- 


odd members of the legal profession in 
Reno, and much burning of the mid- 
night oil over a certain court decision. 


This was a long opinion of the U. S. 


Supreme Court, written with the dis- 
sent of only the newly appointed Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter, in the case of 
the estate of the late Edward Green. ', 
son of the famed Hetty Green, "the [ 
woman who loved money." The Green 
estate, still representing many, many 
millions, was involved in a tangle of 
litigation when Hetty's son Edward 
died. 
, 


Now the highest court had ruled that 


the estate could be assessed for in- ' 
heritance tax purposes by the state 
of Massachusetts, despite the fact that 
for the last 40 years of his life Green 
had claimed Texas as his legal resid- 
nece. 


Attorneys t'rge Activity 


So now the Reno lawyers are bu.sily 


going about among their clients and 
urging them to a more open and pub- 
Farticipition in community activities 
as evidence of the genuineness of their 
change of residence. 


As a helpful suggestion to those who 


have bought Nevada property but may 
not have been piling up much evidence 
of actual residence there, the lawyers 
are pointing out the normal things that 
a resident should do to reserve defi- 
nitely as his own his bench in the cy 
clone cellar of capital: register as a 
voter, and vote; transact as a Nev- 
adan when stopping at hotels outside 
the state; own property and rent and 
occupy it; make plenty of oral and 
written declarations of the change of 
residence; and get Nevada plates for 
automobile. But all these things Green 
did in Texas, without invalidating 
Massacusett's claim against his estate.

WASlllNGTON-In 1854 Japan was 


opened to world trade. Persons of the 
west therefore assume that her strength 
and her progress should be measured 
from that date to the present. 


Japan became a significant world 


power during the World War. 
But 


Japan hud been a very powerful state, 
maintaining an advanced civilization 
and culture for hundreds of years. 
When Jiipan closed her doors to the 
foreigners it was deliberate. Christain 
missionaries and foreign traders had 
access to Japan during the 16th cent- 
ury when the people of Europe were 
spreading over the globe. 
! 


Japan did not like the foreign con-1 


tact and its probable political signi- 
ficance. So she turned her hack on the 
west and adopted a foreign policy 
coined from Chin;i whose theory was 
represented by the Chinese wall—the 
world's greatest monument to a fore- 
ign policy. 


When Japan decided to make her- 


self a national state on a western 
'model, she accepted western theory of 
conquest and control which was so 
popular among the imperialistic states 
of Europe during the last half of the 
ISth century. 
Japan 
now 
is con- 


spicuous in the continued application 
of this theory and in her attempts to 
be imperialistic according to the west- 
ern fashion as it was revealed to her. 


New I,aw of War 


Her actions seem crude to us for two 


reasons: 
First, her imitation i.s two 


generations behind our times. Second. 
UK west evolved along with her con- 
quests a semblance of respect for a 


doctrine of the Law of War which re- j 
cog-nixed certain rights and sertnin 
protections for women and children 
and other 
non-combatants. 


Japan, too, accepted that theory and 


had respect for It during her wars 
with China and Russia and in the 
World war. 
But since her attack on 


Chapci she has not respected that Law. 
iinpnn justifies her nets toway on n 
theory which evolved as a result of 
the World War: That as nations no 
longer fight with armies alone, but 
use every available instrument of des- 
truction, therefore the victims of war 
are not just to be soldiers but policntal 
soldiers and all who contribute directly

or indirectly to the success of Ihe mil- 
itary. 


The curse to civili7alion"'as" a result 


of the war in the Far East will bo 
heavy indeed for the world to bear if 
the Chinese, when they start fighting 
back, accept this doctrine of promis- 
cuous destruction. The military state 
of China in formation today i.s being 
built from the ground up. One of the 
most complete military nationalisms 
the world ever has known is being 
founded. 


That nationalism may be built up- 


on hate of the Japanese, because in 
Japan are centered all of the grievanc- 
es that China during the last three 
or four generations has (UK! again.st 
foreigners. Japan's attempt to domin- 
ate may thus result in a crushing loss 
to her own prestige and power. 
This 


should be avoided not only for Japan's 
sake, but for the world's sake. 


Theories of Peace 


Fundamental theories and institu- 


tions of both Japan's and China's cul- 
ture ;,re built upon theories of peace, 
economic democracy within the na 
lions and restraint. 
If Asia's bulk of 


populations is to be turned into a mass 
of hate the world has indeed a con- 
cern of the most gigantic magnitude 
to cope with.
